JUDGE'S TRIBUTE TO THE 


GUARDS. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Richard Kelly, Christopher McDonnell and 
James Lattimore, all young men, pleaded not 
vuilty to a charge of having forcibly entered 
the Electric Theatre Picture House in Talbot 
street, in December last, and stolen from 
those premises a safe containing 
property of Mr.. John J. Farrell. The 
prisoners were not rofessionaly defended. 
Mr. C. Lavery, K.C. {instructed by the State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. | 

Thomas Singleton deposed to -having been 
in conversation with the accused men prior 
to the eccurrenee, when plans were made for 
effecting the raid and the. robbery. He 
admitted having been arrested on suspicion 
of being implicated in the affair, and in reply 

' to one of the accused. men he said that he 
did not see them break into the cinema, as 
they left him about 400 yards from the build- 
ing. He .denied having “given the show 
AWAY. 

The Guards ‘gave evidence of finding the 
safe in the backyard, marked as if by a saw, 
but unopened, One of the prisoners when 
ariested said that ‘‘‘Tom was a queer hawk, 
and would do a Jot for a few pints of drink.’’ 
“Tom ” they understood to refer to Single- 
ton. who had been examined as a, witness. 

Judge Roche said that the case illustrated 
the great difficulties which the detective force 
and the guards had in tracing the conduct 
of men engaged ‘in this class of crime. It 
was extraordinary how. often Sundays were 
selected by criminals. and criminal organisa- 
tions in cities like Dublin for raids and 
robberies. like that. In protecting the people's 
property the guards and the detectives had 
a very difficult task. Fér the work done by 
these forces the citizens had had good reason 
to be thankful, as they had shown great 
diligence and energy in getting to the bottom 
of these cases. Sometimes they failed, but 
their successes were in far greater proportior 
than their failures. i ' 

The accused men, from the dock, denied 
being at. the cinema when it was forcibly 
entered: They: alleged that Singleton was 
really aware of the persons w ho committed 
the offence, and that to shield the guilty 
parties he had “‘ fixed’’ upon them. 

The jury “found. Lattimore guilty of con- 
spiracy to ‘break and enter, but acquitted 
kelly and McDonnell, who were then dis- 
charged. Lattimore » was put back for sen- 
tence. Singleton, who had pleaded guilty to 
copspiracy, was also put ‘back for sentence,

SEXTON AND SON 


CHARGED. 


Skinner, an elderly man, and 
Charles Skinner, his son, who were not- pro- 
fessionally represented, pleaded not guilty to 
breaking into the premises of Messrs. Alex. 
Dickson and Sons, Dawson street, Dublin. 
aud stealing therefrom the sum of £24. They 
were also. charged with breaking into the 
Church of St. Peter, Aungier street, and 
stealing £23, the property of the Rev. J 
Tobias. William Skinner; it was stated, was 
at one time sexton of the church. 

Mr. A. MeMullen. Messrs. Dickson's cashier, 
stated that on the 9th July last, on going 
into the office, he found. the. outer and inner 
safes open with keys in the doors. A sum 
of £24 in cash was missing, while cheques 
and postal orders had been thrown about the 
place. 

(;eorge Caulfield, assistant manager of 
Messrs. Dickson, stated that on the morning 
jn question he found a window broken at the 
back of the shop. ‘'Phe safe had been opened 
with duplicate keys taken from the manager's 
desk. He identified a fountain pen (produced) 
as one which he had left in the office on 
the previous day. Some money was missing 
trom the safe and some garden knives from 
stock, 

On another occasion, in August, the 
manager s desk was broken open, apparently 
in an effort to get the duplicate keys for the 
safe, but they had not been kept there. One 
of the panels of the outer safe or strong 
room had, however, been broken. The store 
gate was found open, with a key in it. Some 
garden knives were missing. The younger 
wisoner had been emploved as a messenger 
m the firm. 

Detective Sergeant Lynch said that when 
he went to the ana of the accused William 
said that he got the fountain pen when at. 
work. He got dozens of them. When asked 
where the remainder were he made no reply. 
When arrested both men denied the charge. 

The accused, Wilham Skinner—Did you 
find any stolen property in the house? 

The Witness—I found this pencil. I did 
not know before [I arrested vou that it was 
property stolen from Dickson's, 

William Skinner—lIfi [| turn common 
informer I can put the thieves there in an 
hour’s time. 

Judge Roche—You are a very foolish man 
to make observations of that kind, 

Henry Brien, sexton, St. Peter's Church, 
Aungier street, said that when he opened the 
church on the 24th August the- doors were 
secure, but he found that an entry had been 
made through the stokehole. The safes in 
the vestry were both open, drawers in the 
vestry table had been forced, and damage had 
been done to the air chute near the organ 
loft. He saw the knife (produced) on the 
vestry floor, and in the church grounds, about 
ten or twelve yards from the back entrance. 
he found a coat stained with mortar. William 
Skinner had been sexton there before the 
witness. 

Esther Monks, Oldcourt, Tallaght, said that 
Charles Skinner had been in her employment 
from May, 18926. to February, 1927. She 
gave him a coat for wearing about the place. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until to-day.

NORTHERN BANKING COM- 
PANY’S APPEAL, 


Arguments were resumed in the Appeal 
Court, Belfast, yesterday, in the case of 
Albert. J. Cunningham, hotel proprietor, of 
Castlerock, County Derry, against the 
Northern Banking Company, Ltd., to re. 
cover money alleged to have been received by 
the defendants for plaintiff's use. The plain- 
tiff had been awarded £999 10s., and against 
this finding the Northern Bank appealed. The 
case for the plaintiff was that Messrs. James 
Stewart and C y, stockbrokers, London- 
derry, sold for him £1,000 of War Stock 
and that the defendants, as agents for Messrs. 
Stewart, and on behalf of the plaintiff, col- 
. lected the proceeds of the sale and placed it, 
less interest, to the credit of Messrs. 
Stewart’s account, without, and contrary to, 
_ the authority of Messrs. Stewart. 

Counsel for the appellants submitted that 
the bank manager could not be held to be 
participating in a fraud practised on his 
client by a firm of stockbrokers. 

Counsel for the respondent said that the 
most important factor in the case was the 
knowledge of the stockbrokers’ insolvency, 
They were dealing with a failure of £60,000, 
and this £1,000 was lodged to the reduction 
of an overdraft. 

Arguments had not concluded at the rising 
of the Court.

£500 FOR LOSS OF OFFICE. 
(BEFORE MR. ut MEREDITH.) 
_An actfon was aed which compensa- 
,tion for being deprived of his office was 
claimed by Henry Shiel, Castlefield, Temple- 
.ogue. County Dublin, solicitor, train-bearer 
to the last ter of the Rolls, the Attorney- 
General being the defendant. The plaintiff 
claimed a declaration that prior to and on 
‘the Sth June, 1924, he was in possession 
and enjoyment of the office of train-bearer 
_to the Master of the Rolls, and the sala 
and emoluments vhereof, and became entitled, 
by virtue of the Constitution, to fair com- 
pensation upon lischarge from, or abolition 
of, the office on the said date, purusant to 
the Courts of Justice Act, 1924. e plaintiff 
further ‘asked that the amount of such com- 
pensation be determined as the Court might 
direct. 

Mr. Leonard, K.C. ,and Mr. Monks ({in- 
structed by Messrs. George D. Fottrell and 
Sons), apreared' for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Bewlev, K.C., and Mr. T. A. Finlay. {in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor), for 
the Attorney-General. | 

The plaintiff set out, in his statement of 
claim, that he was appointed train-bearer to 
the Master of the Rolls at a salary of £100 
per annum, the office being held by him at 
the pleasure of the Master of the Rolls. He 
performed the duties of the office until 12th 
June, 1924, and was paid his salary by 
monthly payments up to that date. Under 
the several Acts and Orders relating to the 
establishment of the Free State, he was 
transferred to the Government of Saorstat 
Eireann, and after the establishment of the 
Irish Free State his salary was paid by that 
Government. Under Article 10 of the Treaty 
and Article 78 of the Constitution the Go- 
vernment of the Free State agreed to pay 
fair compensation to public servants dis- 
charged by it. “On Part 1 of the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924, coming into operation ‘on 
5th June, 1924, and. the abslition thereby of 
the office of the Master of the Rolls, the 
plaintiff was discharged by the Government 
of Saorstat Eireann from his: office as from 
12th June, 1924. Since that date the Govern- 
ment had paid neither salary nor compensa- 
tion to the plaintiff for the abolition of his 
office. 

The defence denied that the plaintiff was 
transferred to the Government of Saorstat 
Eireann, or that his salary had been paid 
by that Government, and pleaded that plain- 
tiff, as train-bea-er to the Master of the 
Rolls, was an officer attached to the person 
of a Judge within the meaning of Section 70 
ot the Supréme Court of Judicature (Ire- 
land) Act, 1877, and as such was not entitled 
to any compensation on the abolition of his 
office. 

Mr. Leonard, outlining the conditions of 
the plaintiff's .appointment, said that his 
duties were to attend the Master of the Rolls 
in Court dress on such occasions as the 


and gold, and carry his train. These occa- 
sions were the four opening «ays of Term, 
upon some of which the Lord Chancellor's 
levée was held, and the Lord Lieutenant's 
levée, when it was held. For these five 
occasions the plaintiff was paid a salary of 
£100 a year. Once the Court dress was bought, 
there was nothing to do but to look nice. 

Counsel then mentioned that a correspond- 
ence extending over three years went on 
between the plaintiff and his solicitors 
and the Mimistry of Finance on the 
matter of compensation, and the _ plain- 
tiff was eventually obliged to bring the 
present action. The office was not a pen- 
sionable one, and if the Master of the Rolls 
decided to dispense with the services of the 
plaintiff, that would be an end of it. ~~ They 
were not claiming damages for wrongful dis- 
missal, It was merely a question of not con- 
tinuing in office. In the ordinary circum- 
stances the Master of the Rolls might have 
continued in office for three years longer, 
when he became pensionable. 

The plaintiff gave evidence as to his ap- 
pointment, and stated that the Master of the 
Rolls was under 70 when he retired. 

Cross-examined, he said that he heard that 
the Trainbearer to the Lord Chancellor had 
accepted £50 as compensation for loss of office 
from the Civil Service Committee. | 

Mr. Bewley said that they did net now 
contend that the plaintiff was not transferred, 
but relied upon the nature of the office. The 
delay in dealing with plaintiff's claim was 
due to the fact that no committee to advise 
the Minister for Finance had been re- 
appointed after the decision in the Wigg and 
Cochrane case had been given. The Minister 
felt in Mr. Shiels’ case that it would be a 
very invidious thing if he made a dis- 
cretionary award without a committee to 
assist him. ‘The denial of transfer in the 
defence was purely formal, as it was since 
ascertained that Mr. Shiels was transferred, 
and that part of the defence was now aban- 
doned. In this case the duties were nominal, 
and took up almost no time. For that 
reason his Lordship should cut down the 
amount. The plaintiff should not get: the 
same compensation as a person receiving the 
same salary, but occupied for a greater time. 

Mr. Justice Meredith fixed ¢ompensation at 
£200, and gave a decree for that amount.

APPEAL FROM HIGH COURT. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the matter of the Unemployment In- 
surance Acts, 1920—Warner (applicant) v. 
Minister for Industry and Commerce—an ap- 
plication: was made for leave to appeal from 
an order of Mr. Justice Johnston in the High 
Court, dated November 16th last, on a sum- 
.Mary summons by way of appeal from a de- 
cision of the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, dated 19th February, 1927, that the 
employment of a man named Michael Hay- 
den by the applicant, Charles Warner, was 
such as to make him an employed person 
within the meaning of the Unemployment In- 

surance Acts, 194). : 

lhe appeal on the summons was brought to 
have the decision of the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce reversed, on the ground 
that Hayden was employed in agriculture, 
and not otherwise, and to obtain a declara- 
tion that he was not an employed person 
within the meaning of the Acts mentioned. but 
a workman employed in the excepted employ- 
ment within Part II. of the First Schedule to 
the Acts, 

Mr. Justice Johnston granted the appeal in 
the court below, and reversed the decision 
of the Minister for Industry and Comemrce. 

The application for leave to appeal, or for 
a declaration that an appeal lay from the 
decision, was made on behalf of Michael 
Hayden and seven other employés. 

Mr. Charles Warner, it appears, is an ex- 
tensive farmer and dairy proprievor, residing 
at Boden Park, Rathfarnham, Co. Dublin 
and @ large employer of labour, having 
several farms in the Counties of Dublin and 
merits oe 

Michael Hayden, the present applicant. it 
was stated, spent a good deal Ni time in 
delivering milk in Dublin for his employer 
Mr. Warner, and the guestion in the case 
was whether he was an agricultural employé 
or not, : 
Mr. G. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
James O'Connor and Co.) appeared for 
Michael Hayden, Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. 
H. Hughes, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Moore, Keily and Lloyd), for Charles 
Warner; and Mr. Bewley, K.C., and Mr. E. 
J. Kelly (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, 
explained that they had adopted the course 
now followed in this case in order to provide 
against the incurring of expense with regard 
to transcripts of the evidence and other docu- 
ments in the event of the Court deciding 
that no appeal lay. Having referred to the 
arguments addressed to the Court, he pointed 
out that Mr. Bewley, K.C., for the Attorney- 
General, agreed with Mr. Duffy’s conten- 
tion, that an ore lay in this case from the 
High Court. In his opinion that contention 
was sound ; and he thought that from Article 
66 of the Saorstat Constitution the intention 
was to give the right of appeal from all 
decisions of the High Court, with certain 
exceptions, which would be supplied by law. 
He held that the new Constitution of the 
Free State was, in effect, a continuation of 
the old Constitution that previously existed, 
and that appeals lay from all decisions of the 
HighCourt, unless they were expressly forbidden 
by theConstitution or by subsequent legislation,

On two’ oceasions, counsel said,.Mr. O'Connell 
had interfered with two auctions, and ad- 
mitted that when he bid ‘£3,000 at the first 
auction he was unable to pay. The complamt 
in the present instance was that he had sent 
two letters and accounts from his private 
address to two customers whose accounts were 
not. recorded in the books held by the 
liquidator. The liquidator assumed that he 
must have retained: some books.the property 
of the company and ‘bill: heads in order to 
furnish these accounts. - . -. 3 

Mr. O'Connell, in the witness. box,‘ admitted 
that he bad written the.letters. and that he 
had interviewed one of the customers, but 
said that. his idea was that the money should 
have been sent to the liquidator. 

Mr. Dockrell said that the letters .did not 
Say so. 

In reply to Mr. Justice’ Meredith, Mr. 
O'Connell said that he had no books, but had 
only a few statements of account, which he 
handed in.

It is 
to be seen in the section set apart for the 
national antiquities of the Royal Irish | 
Academy, is made of brass or latten in | 
the form of.a shoe or slipper, but is now 
in a badly crushed and damaged condi- 
tion. Little is known of its history, be- 
yond the fact that it lay for ages in a 
small church, dedicated to St. Brigid, 
which formerly stood in Loughrea, Co. 
Galway. 

The shrine is decorated with. jewel set- 
tings, figures of the Crucifixion and the 
head of St. John the Baptist in relief, 
together with minor engravings, and a 
Latin inscription, beginning with the 
words: Hoc est juramentum naturale. 
From this it is inferred that the reliquary 
was formerly used as a “ swearing relic,”’ 


given to all oaths sworn on satred objects 
of this kind. 

Other reputed relics of st. Brigid pre- 
served outside Ireland include her skull, 
now enshrined in the church of the 
Jesuits at Lisbon, atid a portion of her 
mantle, encased in a costly shrine in 
Bruges. Cathedral.

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ISE Viceregal Lodge, the portals 
whereof will open to-day to receive a 
new Governor-General of the Free State in 
the person of Mr. James McNeill, has 
afforded accommodation to the various 
Chief Governors of Ireland for close on 
one hundred and fifty years Before this 
period, for upwards of one hundred and 
twenty years, its extensive grounds were 
comprised in what was known as the 
Newtown Walk and Lodge, the residence of 
the “ Chief Ranger of the Park '—a more 
or less sinecure position generally awarded 
for political support given to the Govern- 
inent. As the careers of the gentlemen 
who from time to time have occupied the 
post of Ranger are not so well known to 
the public as those of the Lords Lieutenant, 
a short note as regards a few of the more 
prominent holders of the offce may be not 
without interest to-day. 
After the Restoration one of the aims 
of Charles II. was to reward, at the 
smallest possible cost to himself, those 
persons who had endeavoured to uphold 
the Stuart cause. Among such was one 
Marcus Trevor, a young [Irishman who 
had fought alongside Charles I. at 
Marston Moor and elsewhere during the 
English Civil War. He already had been 
inade Governor of Ulster and Marshal of 
the Irish Army and created Viscount 
Dungannon (1661), and now by Letters 
Patent (1662) the King granted to him 
the position of ‘‘ Lieutenant Ranger and 
Chief Governor of the Park called the 
Phoenix, together with the custody and 
office of the Walk there called Newtown 
Walk, as also the Lodge attached thereto.”’ 
Trevor, from the point of view of Charles 
II., was a man well worthy of such 
honours, since in the course of his cam- 
paigns “he had personally encountered 


that Arch-Rebel and Tyrant, Oliver Crom- 
well, and wounded him with his sword.’’ 
His death took place 1669. 


THE CHIEF RANGER. 


Sir Thomas Smyth, of Buckinghamshire, 
uncle of Dr. William King Principal of 
St. Mary’s College, Oxford, an intimate 
friend of Jonathan Swift, held the post of 
Chief Ranger for a period ot more than 
twenty years. His Letters Patent dated the

Jreland, while in addition he was Searcher 
of the Port of Dublin and Paymaster pf 
the Pensions. : 

No way niggardly in the spending of his 
wealth, he entertained and dispensed 
hospitality with the greatest profusion at 
his residence in Henrietta street, then a 
magnificent mansion, now a poor-class 
tenement. Not considering the old New- 
town Lodge suitable as a summer resi- 
dence for one of such prominence as him- 
self, he caused to be built there a new 
hunting lodge, where his love of entertain- 
ing got still more scope, and where he 
continued to receive the notable people of 
the age, till death put an end to his 
activities (1777). The new lodge was of 
plain red brick, but by subsequent altera- 
tions and much additional building the 
premises assumed the aspect by which the 
Viceregal Lodge is now so well known. 
Sir Nathaniel was succeeded by his son 
Robert, who, as heir to many other of his 
father’s honours, also became Chief 
Ranger. 


BLACK BOOK RECORD. 


The Hon. Robert Clements, the last to 
occupy the post, who later became Earl of 
Leitrim, does not seem to have succeeded 
to the popularity in Irish political circles 
secured by his father. This may be 
gathered in the following extract from the 
Chief Secretary’s “ Black Book ’’—a 
volume setting out the qualifications of, 
and rewards to, the various members of 
Parliament, subservient and otherwise to 
the Governmen!, (circa-1777)  ‘‘ Clements, 
Robert—Trustee of the Linen Board—was 
a Commissioner of the Revenue—but 
removed on the uniting of the boards. He 
refused his pension of £600, and affected 
to be offended because there had not been 
an earlier communication with him I 
that measure. He is a peevish, shy, 
retired man, a bad attender, and the 
father pretends on some occasions he can 
not influence him.”’ . 

His tenure of Newtown Lodge came to a 
close with the signing of a conveyance, 4th 
July, 1782, ‘‘in consequence of a pro- 
posal from Right Hon. Robert Clements 
and of resolutions of the House of Lords

One of his 
creditors was the historic. if notorious, 
Joseph Damer, the money-lender, whose 
office was situate in the neighbourhood of 
Essex Gate, and in connection with whom 
it was said, evidently with some justice, 
since he was reputed at his death to have 
left estate valued at close on a half million 
sterling,

The Ei that signed the mortgage paid the 
shot. 
Dr. King, however, came to the rescue 
of his uncle, and by clearing the liabilities 
to Damer, actually became vested of the 
interest of his uncle in the Rangership. 
This he leased for 61 years at the nominal 
rent of 5s. per annum to Sir Thomas, who 
then found himself. in the anomalous 
positior, of being Ranger apparently by 
virtue of his Letters Patent, whereas only 
so at the will of his nephew. Shortly 
afterwards this leasehold interest in the 
Rangership was mortgaged te a gentleman 
called Joseph Marriott, of Dublin, which 
fact, together with an entanglement that 
ended in a secret marriage to the already 
twice-wulowed Lady Newburgh, led to an 
estrangement between nephew and uncle. 
A long and bitter series of law-suits 
followed, during which on one occasion 
Dean Swift appeared in Court alongside 
his triend, Dr, King, for the purpose of 
overawing the parties on the other side, 
and at the deatn of Sir Thomas Smyth 
Dr. King was tett mvolved in litigation 
which lasted a considerable number of 
years.

A FIRST-CLASS PLURALIST. 


Sir Nathaniel Clements, to whom is due 
the erection of the house later taken over 
as the Viceregal Lodge, was, perhaps, the 
most remarkable of the men who held the 
Chief Rangership. He was a first-class 
pluralist as regards valuable sinecures.

OFFERED TO GRATTAN. 


Owing to political events of the time, 
Lord Carlisle was recalled prior to the 
execution of the conveyance, and it was 
his successor, the Duke of Portland, who 
had first the option of taking up resi- 
dence as Viceroy in the newly acquired 
lodge. ‘i‘he purchase does not seem to 
have been looked upon by the authorities 
as entirely satisfactory. Actually an 
effort was made to get rid of the premises 
in a graceful way by offering them to 
Henry Grattan in addition to the £50.000 
voted him in return for his services during 
the stormy period which ended in the 
acknowledgment by. the English Parlia- 
ment of the complete legislative indepen- 
dence of Ireland (1782). As a very large 
cutlay would have been necessary to put 
in repair the then much dilapidated lodge, 
Grattan declined to accept the offer. 

As before mentioned, much building and 
renovating, as well as enlargement of the 
grounds and precincts, have thoroughly

White House ” of Saorstat Éireann, while 
the general features of the surrounding 
landscape can have changed very little.

I suppose if a hundred 
pounds was involved you would walk round 
and get particulars; but where millions are 
concerned you write letters for two months.

Mr. Patv then put it to the witness that 
it was possible that the reason why Miss 
(Geoghegan, if she wrote the entry, omitted 
the number of the page of the order book 
was that she did not know the particulars. 
Witness replied that it was very likely that 
that was the explanation. 


COUNSEL'S PROTEST. 

Mr, Paty was questioning witness about a 
visit paid to her at her present place of 
employment—Messrs. Combridge’s, Grafton 
street, Dublin—by two gentlemen in regard 
to this case, when Mr. Wood interrupted to 
make a protest against the tone in which 
Mr. Paty addressed his questions, and to 
the accompanying tapping on the table. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Paty questioned Miss Early regardin 
the two Croker orders on pages 257 and 
in order book “' 150.” 

Witness said that she received her orders 
for work to be done between 9 o'clock and 
9.30 o'clock in the morning. She saw the 
order book from which the order sheet was 
made out. On the order sheet that she 
received on the 8-5-’22 the work was entered 
to be done for “ Mrs. Croker.’’

INTERCHANGES. 

Mr. Paty objected to the line oí cross- 
examination taken by Mr. Wood, on the 
xsround that it was ridiculous, and an attempt 
to kill time. 

Mr. Wood said that he would not be 
deterred from showing the truth by abusive 
expressions, and that he was determined to 
enlighten the Court of the method of “trap 
questions by which the clear evidence of the 
witnesses was sought to be obscured. 

At the conclusion of the re-examination of 
Miss Early Mr. Wood brought forward a 
further witness, Mr. Valentine Miley, soli- 
citor, for examination. :

Mr. Paty—What do you mean by “to the 
end of the day !—Twelve o'clock to-night. 

Mr, Paty remarked that that would not be 
considered ‘‘ reasonable hours” for sitting 
under the order of the Commission. E 

Mr. Ferris—Under the circumstances, as 
this is their last day, I am disposed to give 
them the entire ume limit. 

Mr. Paty said that the defendant, Mrs. 
Croker, took exception to the action of the 
Commissioner on the ground that he had no 
authority in the matter, and to the introduc- 
tion of this witness at that time, on the 
ground that there would be no time ade- 
quately to cross-examine witness within rea- 
sonable hours under the term of the order. 

A LETTER. 

Mr. Miley, under examination by Mr.

Mr. Lichliter moved to strike out the 
answer on the grounds that the letter was 
irrelevant, immaterial,’ and incompetent. 

The letter having been read with the re- 
eord of the commission, Mr. Lichliter ob- 
@evied to the action on several grounds, among 
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Witness replied that he always opened his | 
business negotiations by writing. He might 
not get the information he required if he 
rushed matters. 

Mr. Paty referred to a copy of a letter 
witness had identified as haviag been written 
in his office and the original of which he had 
sent to Mr. Croker, junior, and asked witness 
how it had got into Miss Curwen’s hands. 

Witness said that he had not the slightest 
idea. He should imagine that Mr. Smith | 
took it to her. He did not know that she | 
had it. 

EXTENSION OF TIME. | 

At this stage Mr. Ferris announced that 
he had received a cablegram from the United 
States District Court, Jacksonville, Florida, 
stating that on the application of the com- 
plamants the time for taking their evidence 
had been extended up to and including 
February 10th next. The defendants were 
granted twenty-five days after that date for 
the taking of their evidence, and the 
complainants an extra five days to bring for- 
ward rebutting evidence. 

Mr. Ferris suggested that in the circum- 
stances the Commission might adjourn, and 
not continue sitting till midnight, as had been 
decided. 

Mr. Wood asked for a day’s adjournment, 
as they had gat so late that night.

CATTLE DETAINED AT

ACTION AGAINST MONAGHAN 
DEALER, 


At Monaghan Circuit Court last Monday 
the London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
Company sued John McQuaid, a County 
Monaghan cattle dealer, for £27 4s. 11d. 
due in respect of lairage and feeding of six 
head of cattle while they were detained at 
Heysham under an order of the English 
Department of Agriculture in connection with 
an outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease in the 
district. There was a counterclaim for £55 
for loss sustained by the defendant. 

Mr. McGuckian said that there was an out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease, and an order 
was issued by the English Department declar- 
ing the district an infected area. Defendant 
gent six head of cattle from Belfast at 9 p.m. 
on April 5th last, They arrived at Heysham 
at 4.55 next morning and were put into 
lairage by the plaintiff company. There 
was no delay whatever. They were 
only a few hours in Jairage when the company 
received a notice from Euston of an outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease and making Hey- 
sham a restricted area. It was five or six 
days after that that the order was relaxed. 
The charges made for the detention of the 
cattle were made under a scale and amounted 
to the sum sued for. 

The defendant, in reply to Mr. Lardner. 
solicitor, stated that he bought thirteen head 
of cattle at Boyle fair on April 4th last, and 
on the next day went to Belfast with six of 
them and sent them across the Channel. He 
knew nothing about the foot-and-mouth 
disease. He bought the cattle at £18 each 
and had to sell them for £16 each after 
paying all expenses. 

In cross-examination. witness admitted 
having signed a document consenting to the 
detention of the cattle. 

Judge Devitt said that the defendant had 
by his own hand consented to the detention 
of the cattle. He must give a decree for the 
amount claimed and dismissed the counter- | 
claim.

CEMENT-MAKING 4,000 
YEARS AGO. 


—: 


A LOST ART THAT WAS 
RE-DISCOVERED. 


A process of making a certain building 
material which was used in Egypt 4,000 years 
ago was referred to by Mr. Alfred Delap in 
a lecture on “ Reinforced Concrete,’ at a 
meeting of the Architectural Association of | 
Ireland last night. 

This material, he said, was known as 
natural cement. It was a true hydraulic 
cement; that was, one which was set under 
water. In Carthage, some 2,300 years ago, 
an aqueduct of hydraulic cement was built. 
It was 70 miles long and there were over 
1,000 arches, some of them over 100 feet 
in height. Many of the arches were still 
standing. Masses of cement, which fell from 
the aqueduct, still lie unbroken. 

The preservation of some of the buildings 
of ancient Rome was due to the good quality 
of cement used. The great dome of the 
Pantheon, built about 1,900 years ago, shows 
| no sign of a crack. The manufacture of the 
cement used in these structures became one 

of the lost arts. The secret was redis- 
| covered, however, by Smeaton when building 
the Eddystone Lighthouse in 1750-1760. 

About the middle of the 19th century iron 
or steel bars, with concrete, were first used. 
This was the beginning of the era of rein- 
forced concrete. 

The lecturer then spoke of the improve- 
ments that had been made in the material 
from time to time down to the present day. 

Mr. Manning Robertson, proposing a vote 
of thanks to Mr. Delap, said that the use of 
concrete in the building of dwellings was not 
so me because of its drab colour. 

r. Harold G. Leask said that it was 
necessary for young architects to know a 
good deal abott reinforced concrete, a 
material which was now so extensively used.

THE BELFAST PARLIAMENT. 
One of the problems of modern government 
was the character of its ion, 
whether it be complete or not. The case of 
the Belfast Parliament occurred to him in 
this connection. Apparently, against the 
wishes of minorities, their representatives 
may be excluded from the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland, and, so far as he knew, 
not only would they be excluded, but they 
would have no opportunity of presenting their 
case for representation to amy court of ap- 
peal. The minorities in the North had no 
representative at Westminster who might cal] 
attention to the fact that the abolition of pro- 
portional representation would deprive these 
people of representation in the Belfast Parlia- 
ment. He did not think that they could 
bring their case even before a conierence of 
the British Commonwealth of Nations. 
If such action as was t in Belfast 
were contrasted with the conception of the 
League of Nations, one saw at once how much 
at variance they were one with the other. In 
the latter case the principle of completeness of 
representation was ideal, while in the other 
the exclusion from the privilege of represen- 
tation of a large number of ecifizens of the 
six counties could not be defended 
on any reasonable ground Having 
alluded to the discussions at Geneva as to 
the admission of Germany to the League of 
Nations, and to the withdrawal from the 
League of other mations because they were 
offered only non-permanent seats, 
THE SINGLE ee a ae 
Mr. Humphreys ex the hope that 
members of this hair éisiú do their best 
to secure the completest success of the 
League. He felt, after much experience, that 
the single transferable vote under proportional 
representation would tend to abolish privilege 
in the matter of tation. Those who 
attended the League meetings in Geneva were 
learning something of the machinery of demo- 
cratic government. They im England were 
confronted with the problem of the govern- 
ment of India; and there seemed to rest upon 
Ireland some measure of responsibility for 
the future of India. The idea of introducing. 
the two-party system in that country seeme 
to be so. foolish as to be dismissed imme- 
diately from further examination. It would 
make government in India practically im- 
possible. 3 
He suggested that Geneva would afford a 
guiding principle on which further advance 
could be m in of representative 
government in India. He was of opinion that 
the most successful Governments were those 
half-consciously, but largely unconsciously, 
who were endeavouring to legislate in ac- 
cordance with the sense of the assembly, and 
carrying the majority of the assembly with 
them. There see to be constant reaction 
between Parliaments and Governments, par- 
ticularly when representation was complete. 
He had watched the p ings in the Dublin 
Parliament relating to the Public Safety Act. 
He felt that the Act was being carried by 
those who voted for it with a feeling of dis- 
trust. Now, the result of that was to be 
seen in the desire to put an early limit to 
that legislation. If he was right, it seemed 
to him to be another instance of what he 
called the League of Nations spirit—that was 
to say, the making of all decisions in respect 
of legislation reflect as far as possible the 
sense of the nation, or at least of that of a 
large majority. 
In conclusion, the speaker suggested that 
the Irish Government should next September 
send representatives of the different parties in 
the Staite to Geneva, and so make the repre- 
sentation of the nation complete, and where 
the freest discussion would throw light on 
great principles ana create a condition which

DEDICATION OF PILLAR OF 


INDUSTRY. 


The dedication by the Bishop of Down and 
Connor and Dromore on Sunday next of the 
capital of the Pillar of Industry m the Bel- 
fast Cathedral, will be of considerable interest 
to Belfast, particularly to those engaged in 
the linen industry, as the capital will be 
associated with the name of the late Mr. 
Herbert Ewart, one of the leaders of the 
Northern Linen Indusiry. 

One of the chief features of the carving of 
the capital is supplied by beautiful groups of 
acanthus leaves at the corners. From these 
spring the volutes. and from the latter there 
are more leaves, which serve to frame the 
reliefs, and at the same time support the 
richly-carved mouldings of the entablature. 
The corbel above the capital represents with 
striking verisimilitude the late Bishop O'Hara, 
who holds in his hand, as the principal 
founder of the cathedral, a model of the 
building.

Germany and the Rhine. 


Dr. Stresemann’s speech on foreign 
affairs in the Reichstag, on Monday, gave 
an interesting Germany’s 
economic and political progress. Last 


year was a particularly busy period in 


review of 


Germany. The Locarno policy was pur- 


sued to its logical conclusion by the 


Government of the Reich ; 
, in the Hague Conven- 


the so-called 
‘optional clause ”' 
tion was signed by Germany as the first 
of the big Powers, and a net-work of con- 
ciliation and arbitration treaties . was 
negotiated and concluded by Dr. Strese- 
mann. These treaties suggest that the 
German Governmént really intends to co- 
operate with the other Governments of 
Europe in work of peaceful development. 
Anumber of trade treaties also has been 
arranged. For the first time on record 
Germany now has a treaty with France, 
as well as with the United States and 
Great Britain in the West. In the East 
progress. has been less rapid. Negotia- 
tions, however, are in train with Czecho- 
Slovakia, Poland, Lithuania and Greece, 
while powrparlers are pending with Russia, 
Hungary and Austria. Germany, there- 
fore, has made peaceful overtures to almost 
every nation of consequence in Europe. 
Her trade, both internal and foreign, has 
increased enormously during the last few 
years. New spheres of enterprise have 
been. explored, industries have been re- 
modelled entirely to meet modern needs, 
and Germany has been set once more in 
the van of industrial and commercial 
efficiency. 

Germany’s political situation is vitiated 
by one outstanding fact—namely, the 
continued occupktion of the Rhineland by 
Allied troops. Dr. Stresemann complains 
bitterly on this score. By virtue of the 
Treaty of Versailles the Aliies are entitled 
to remain on the Rhine for a total period 
of fifteen years, with power to extend this 
period in the event of Germany’s default 
in her reparation payments. The treaty 
stipulates that the occupation troops shall 
be withdrawn gradually—that a “ zone”’ 
shall be evacuated every five years; and 
the Cologhe area already has been handed 
back to the .Germans. Two further 
'“gones,” however, remain in Allied 
occupation, and Dr. Stresemann declares 
that, in equity and common-sense, no 
further time should te lost in their restora- 
tion to the German Government. He bases 
his argument on three things. In thé first 
place, he says, the reparations issue has 
been placed on an automatic basis by the 
Dawes plan, and the question of default, 
therefore, does not arise. In the second 
place, the Locarno Pact virtually abro- 
gates the Treaty of Versailles in its penal 


re law State than in England, Scotland, 


clauses ; and, finally; Germany’s admission 
to membership cf the League of Nations, 


and the Palatinate failed; and France 
is determined now to cling to her 
“pledge ” until the last possible moment. 
As Dr. Stresémann states, of course, 
the Locarno Pact either means nothing 
at all or it means that the safety 
of France is guaranteed not. only by 
Germany, but—what is more important— 
by Great Britain. Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain has declared at Geneva that Britain 
would turn with all her might on any 
Power that should violate the Locarno 
Treaty, and after their experience in 1914

Intensive Grazing. 


The system of intensified grazing, in 
which experiments are being made in 
different parts of England, continues to 


farmers. It originated in the Channel 
Islands. There persons possessed of even 
a single cow are accustomed to divide 
small fields into sections, and to graze 
them in rotation. ‘The system has been 
adopted also in Germany and Denmark, 
and it is said that grassiand which has 
been subjected to intensive grazing for 
over a dozen years may be seen in those 
countries still satisfying the stock and 
yielding a generous milk supply. On 
Monday, before the Farmers’ Club in 
London, Mr. William Brunton, a pioneer 
of intensive grazing in England, gave an 
account of his experiences, which is re- 
ported in The Times. In 1925 he divided 
twenty-seven acres into six paddocks of 
five and four acres apiece. On this land 
he grazed 46 milch cows, moving them 
from paddock to paddock as they ate down 
the grass. Counting in horses and store 
stock, he obtained 8,554 pasture days in a 
period of 185 days, which implied that 
every milk-giving cow was supported on 
an average of slightly over half an acre. 
The old-fashioned grazing system re- 
quired, roughly, one and a half acres 
to support a milk-giving cow. The 
amount of milk produced was over 7350 
gallons to the acre, although a consider- 
ably smaller average amount of concen- 
trated food was fed to the cattle. Work- 
ing costs, it is true, were high. Fencing, 
manuring and labour cost close on £4 an 
acre, and other costs, which would be un- 
avoidable under any system, brought the 
total expenditure up to nearly £7 10s. an 
On the ether hand, careful “ cost- 
ing ” showed that, in proportion to the 
yield, the expenditure could have been as 
much as about £2 15s. an acre more with-

Crime in Chicago. 


Another. proof of the fact that the 
richest. country in the world is also the 
most lawless was reported yesterday. Mr.

THE CABINET AND THE 
KING’S SPEECH. 


——— 
FATE OF MEASURES IN THE 
BALANCE. 
THE Press AgsocrATION’s LOBBY 
CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

The Cabinet to-morrow and on Thursday 
will give further consideration to the legis- 
lative programme to be submitted to Parlia- 
ment in the new session, which opens next 
Tuesday.. It is expected that decisions will 
be taken at to-morrow’s meeting which will 
enable Ministers to prepare a first draft of 
the King’s Speech for discussion at Thurs- 
day’s meeting. 

There is no doubt that the immediate con- 
cern of the Government is to lighten the 
legislative programme. What is to be kept 
out, rather than what is to be put in, is the 
real problem before the Cabinet. A member 
of the Government stated in conversation 
with me to-day that their watchword in the 
new session will be ‘* Economy—economy in 
legislation and in finance.’’ It igs already 
assumed in political quarters that the Factories 
Bill, which Sir William Joynson-Hicks has 
been preparing, will not figure in the pro- 
gramme. The Cabinet has yet to decide the 
fate of the Poor Law Reform Bill, on which 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Minister of 
Health, has spent a great deal of time. 

While the Factories Bill is criticised on the 
ground that it will increase the burdens on 
industry, one of the chief arguments for the 
Poor Law Reform Bill is that it will effect 
considerable savings in the cost of administra- 
tion of relief. Mr. Chamberlain may yet win 
for his bill a place in the official programme, 
but if he is unsuccessful he may be able to 
turn his attention to the problem of slum 
clearances, and to the preliminary measures 
towards the fulfilment of the pledge given by 
the Prime Minister on this question at the 
last. election. 

The fate of the Poor Law Bill and the 
scope of the Women’s Franchise Bill are the 
outstanding questions for Cabinet decision. 
It is unlikely that the Franchise Bill will 
include provisions for the disqualification of 
persons. who are in receipt of outdoor relief 
as the practical difficulties are considerable. 
This bill, with a measure embodying a scheme 
of long and short credits for agriculturists, 
and the Finance Bill will be the principal 
features of the Government’s programme.

Incorre Tax.

Aighanistan’s Flag. 


The flag of Afghanistan is little known 
in this country, but. 1¢ will be very 
prominent during the forthcoming visit 
of the King and Queen of ‘that country 
in March. There are two flags. The 
national standard has a deep black back- 
ground, with a white design of a mosque, 
encircled by ‘conventionalised rays of the 
sun. The King’s flag is more striking ; 
for it has a figure ot the sun on a deep 
red back-ground, the sun partly eclipsed 
by a black fez cap at the left-hand corner, 
the cap having a five-feathered white 
plume. Two swords crossed, rather 
resembling a pair of scissors, are placed 
at the base. On the reverse there is 4 
different design giving the King’s titles 
in Persian and Pushtu. 


A Racing Car. 


The wonderful racing car which is to 
be used in Florida by Captain Malcolm 
Campbell with the hope of retaining the 
world’s car speed “record” has been 
placed on the liner Berengaria, and 
Captain Malcolm Campbell and his wife 
will embark to-morrow. Great secrecy 
surrounds the car; for the Air Ministry 
insisted that nothing should be divulged 
concerning the engine, which gives one 
horse-power for less than one pound of its 
weight. The car was placed in a great 
packing case at Chiswick, and this was 
carefully fastened and sealed in readiness 
for the journey to America. Once the car 
arrives in the United States it will not 
be left unwatched for a single moment.

MR. COSGRAVE'S OTTAWA VISIT. 


——— 
FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT 


President Cosgrave’s visit to Canada 
would have been a crowded and eventful 
one without the railway accident, which 
caused a good deal of consternation in the 
capital During the twenty-four hours 
that he was in Ottawa he carried out a 
programme that would have daunted most 
other men. 

It hae been one of our most enjoyable 
visits of our lightning tour in the New 

~ World, and, although most of the party 
were somewhat shaken by their experience 
yesterday, they were all glad that the 
Canadian Government’s invitation had 
heen accepted and that Ottawa had been 
included in the itinerary. 


THE DRIVER'S PLUCK. 


Two points in connection with the 
accident must be emphasised :— 


1—That it was an accident; 


2—That the saféty of the party was due 
largely to the coolness and resource of 
the irish engine driver, Boyd, who lost 
his life, 


It seems to be proved up to the hilt that 


there 1s not the slightest foundation for. 
the suggesions of foul play that were | 


circulated immediately following the 
accident. 

The theory which I advanced in my 
despatch yesterday after close investiga- 
tions on the spot—namely, that the wreck 
was caused hy the switch being accident- 
ally opened by the sledge team that crossed 
the points a few minutes before the train 
was due—now seems to be generally 
accepted. 

A statement issued by the Canadian 
National Railways confirms this view. The 
official report declares that the disaster 
was due to the accidental turning of the 
switch by a team of horses drawing a 
heavy sleigh, which ran away shortly be- 
fore the arrival of the train. One of the 
runners of the sleigh got jammed in the 
points some distance from the station and 
forced them open. The trouble, it adds, 
was not noticed by the small rural com- 
munity nearby, with the result that the 
train fouled the points and was derailed. 

There also seems to be no doubt that all 
the party owe their lives to the coolness of 
Boyd. ‘He saw that the smash was in- 
evitable, and shouting “ the switch is 
open ” to the engineer, jammed on the 
brakes and cut off the steam, and in doing 
so signed his own death warrant; for the 
engine had overturned before he could 
jump clear. : | 

In dcing this he saved the presidential 
car from being overturned. He was just 
in time to bring the rest of the train to a 
stand-still. After half a minute of awful 
suspense, during which providentially the 
couplings between our coach and the rest 
of the train broke, our safety was assured. 
Our coach (which was at the end of the 
train), minus a few wheels, retained its 
position on the track—if somewhat 


precariously. 
MR. COSGRAVE’S TRIBUTE. 


Mr. Cosgrave last night paid a fine 
tribute to the driver at a dinner given 
by Mr. Mackenzie King, the Canadian 
Prime Minister. He predicted that a 
country that could produce men like Boyd 
must, have a great iuture. 

“I have witnessed during my life some 
stirring incidents,’ he said; “ but I have 
never witnessed finer examples of bravery 
and coolness than on that train to-day. 
I did not see one person in the least 
affected by panic, and the concern of the 
men was entirely for the guests. The 
concern of one man lying injured was 
entirely for us. _ Lying with a broken leg, 
he said, ‘Are the guests all right?’ I 
say that a countrzy which produces men 
like that is boand to succeed.’’ 

Mr. Cosgrave scouted the story that the 
wreck was the result of a plot, and later, 
when he was interviewed by the local 
reporters, he said that he was convinced 
that no attempt had. been made on his life. 

Mr. Cosgrave. admitted to interviewers 
that he had heard rumours that there had 
heen previous attempts on his party, but, 
he smilingly added, “people just said 
these things to amuse me.” 


THE PREMIER’S DINNER. 


The party, who were the guests of the 
Governor-General, Lord Willingdon, 
during their stay, had a great reception 
at the dinner, which was attended by 
nearly al] the members of the Legislature. 
All the party leaders spoke in praise ol 
the Irish Free State. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, the Premier; Mr. 
Bennett, the Conservative leader, and 
Senators Dandurand and Ross, leaders of 
the Upper House, speaking in reply to 
toasts in the name of the quests, expressed 
séiitiments of the utmost good-will from 
Canada towards Ireland. 

Mr. Mackenzie King said that Ireland 
had given Canada many of her most pro- 
minent public men, and no element of 
Canadian population was more welcome.

DOMINION STATUS. 


A special point was made at last night’s 
function and again to-day when the party 
were entertained by the Canadian Club, 
of the identity of the status of Canada and 
the Irish Free State. | 

It was pointed out that this was a 
special reason for the closest: co-operation 
between the two countries. 

This point was especially emphasised by 
Mr. Cosgrave, who in an interview stated 
that the Free State Government was con- 
sidering the appointment. of a representa- 
tive of the Free State in Ottawa with a 
view to closer linking up of the commercial 
interests of the two countries. 

Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, who returned 
thanks for the help he had received from’ 
the Canadian leaders in wiping out con- 
stitutiona] anachronisms, said that it was 
to Canada that the Irish Free State had 

looked in drafting its constitution. 

The loyal toasts and the National 
Anthem -were a feature of both the 
Premier’s dinne¢ and the luncheon party. 


FREE STATE’S FUTURE. 

Mr. Cosgrave made it clear in all his 
speeches that he believed in the future of 
Ireland. He expressed his conviction that 
all the many problems that beset the 
country—political, industria! and economic 
+—were on a fair way to solution. 

He was glad to find that the Canadians 
took a lively interest in Irish affairs, and 
he hoped that the relations between the 
two countries would become closer as time 
went on. 

During the morning the party were 
shown the sights of the city, and after the 
luncheon at the “Canadian Club they 
called.on Lord Willingdon at Government 
House to thank him for his hospitality 
before leaving for New York via Montreal. 

The Canadian _ police “ authorities, 
although certain that yesterday’s train 
accident was not the result of a plot, added 
more police to President Cosgrave’s 
personal guard to-day.

Mr. Cosgrave made a great impression 
at Ottawa.

Conhrming the statemeht I made in a 
previous despatch, Mr. Cosgrave to-day 
told his interviewers that the appoint- 
ments to diplomatic posts, as far as 
possible, wouie be made from the Civil 
service... Although the Free State Govern- 
ment had not, so far, deemed the time 
ripe for representation at Ottawa, they 
would probably make such an appoint- 
ment. The occupant of such a post would 
probably be “a sort of liaison civil 
servant.” 

” As soon as the Department of External 
Affairs had sufficient recruits, men would 
be trained for such appointments. 

Declining to discuss the probability of 
an early Irish reunion, Mr. Cosgrave said 
that he hoped that with the growth of the 
present friendly relations there would be 
in time a reunion on the basis of mutual 
respect. and broad toleration. 

He paid a tribute to the Southern Pro- 
testants for the support that they had 
given the Free State Government. After 
instancing the personnel of the High 
Court, he added that his Administration 
would always rule without distinction of 
creed. : 

The’ party 1s only now feeling the 
reaction of yesterday s awful experience, 
and the general feeling was one Í thank- 
fulness that it did not occur at night.

HIGH COURT WRITS 
FOR SMALL DEBTS. 


A LAWYER’S' OPINION. 

Concerning the practice of creditors 
bringing into the High Court in the Free 
State writes to recover debts. the amounts 
of which are within the,jurisdiction of the 
District Court, a well-known member of 
the Bar in the course of, an interview with 
a representative of the Irish Times yester- 
day, said that it seemed t« be forgotten 
that jurisdiction was ggven to the District 
Court to try all cases of contract under 
£25 for the express purpose of preventing 
the amount of costs that was being charged 
for small debts; that provision was made 
for appeals from the District Court to the 
Circuit Court; and: that, if a person 
brought an action in the High Court which 
was within the jurisdiction of the District 
Court, he could get no more costs than 
would be given in the District Court. 

Cases, said this lawyer,. had been 
brought before the Bar and also before 
the various committees, of writs having 
been issued for £10, and of the solicitor 
charging against a client £3 for the cost 
of the writ. Before the rew Act came 
into. force, if. a writ were issued for over 
£20, and, if the defendant could not pay 
and judgment were marked, the costs of 
that judgment amounted to over £7; and 
in order to prevent dig s'wogh from being 
registered against the defendant through 
the office, defendants had paid large sums 
for costs which they were not bound to 
pay at all. To prevent that the jurisdic- 
tion mentioned was given to the District 
Court. 
Bringing an action in the High Court 
for a sum of £15 when st ought to have 
been brought in the District Court, was 
an abuse of the process of the Court, and 
though strictly speaking, a plaintiff might 
be entitled to get judgment for it, it would 
be a matter entirely for the judge to 
decide, whether he would get any costs or 
not. 7 
It wold seem that some creditors 
thought that the last people to be con- 
sidered ‘were the debtors, and that the 
creditor was -entitled to impose on the 
debtor, because he had the misfortune to 
owe something to him, the most expensive 
mode of recovering his debt. 
The remedy was in the <reditor’s hands, 
but for a person to make an attack on 
the Court and cn the judge of that Court 
who sought to prevent poor people from 
being burdened with costs far greater in

WHADDON HUNT SURPRISE. 


A sensation has been caused in the 
Whaddon Chase district by the reported 
refusal of Lord Dalmeny, Master of the 
Whaddon Hunt, to preside over the 
annual dinner of the Winslow branch of 
the National Farmers’ Union next week.

PREVIOUS MINING. : 
Mining for barytes was carried on in 
the district on a small scale up to about 
twenty years ago. At the Glencar side of 
this range of hills the late Sir Jocelyn 
Gore-Booth,. father. of the late Madame 
Markievicz, the well-known Republican 
T.D., and the first woman to be elected 
to a Parliament in the British Isles, 
worked a barytes deposit, and produced 
soine eight tons per day. Before that 4 
Mr. Barton worked a deposit in the same 
district, transporting the mineral, which 
was prepared in ‘“ Barton’s Mills,” by 
pack-horse to the quays at Sligo. In the 
year 1912 Sir Jocelyn’s mine was closed 
down, and since then the valuable deposits 
in these hills have remained virtually un- 
touched. 

The small, but safe, harbour of 
Mullaghmore was built about forty years 
ago by the last Lord Palmerston, who 
then owned many acres around the little 
fishing cove, and whose residence, Classy- 
bawn, still stands on a bare hill over 
looking Mullaghmore and the wide 
Atlantic. It is now the property of 
Colonel Ashley, the present Minister for 
Transport in the British Government. 
The harbour was built by Lord Palmerston, 
at his own expense, to help the fisher- 
folk, and even to this day his name 1s 
mentioned with respect among the simple 
and hard-working people of the district. 


THE NEW COMPANY. 

Just a year ago Mr. Charlton, a mining 
expert of world-wide repute, commericed 
prospecting in the Benbulben Mountain, 
and on his favourable reports the com- 
| pany was formed. He it was who saw a 
way out of the difficulty of transport from 
the mills to the water by utilising the 
harbour and breakwater at Mullaghinoy. 

On the second of January an 800 ton 
steamer came and discharged a cargo of 
rails and machinery, and this was the 
first occurrence that convinced. the 
villagers of the reality of the project.

The trust by which the new company 
is controlled has a capital of £10,000,000, 
and it controls forty-two undertakings— 
tin mines and similar syndicates in 
various parts of the world. Eighty per 
cent. of these are dividend paying con- 
cerns, the remainder being, Fic that of 
Barium Consoljdatea, in the development 
stages. ‘The trust’s method of working is 
to take up a proposition, finance it until 
1; 1s working, then place the shares on 
the. market, but continue its control. 


AN EXPENSIVE UNDERTAKING. 

Interviewed ty an Irish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday at the mine, one of 
the directors, who.arrived that day from 
London, explained that it was perfectly 
foolish to attempt working a barytes mine 
unless there was plenty of finance behind 
it. The lack of money had been respon- 
sible for the closing of such mineral opera- 
tions in Ireland and elsewhere. | 
“s You see,” he said, “the thine that 
matters is when you submit a sample to a 
buyer it is absolutely vital to keep your 
goods up to that sample.

The Cork Harbour Commisifiibers. at 
their meeting to-morrow, will receive an 
mterim report from Mr. T. B. Barry, who 
was recently appointed to inquire into the 
administration and ongartisation of the

greater economy consistent with efficiency. 
_ From inquiries which I made this even- 
ing I learn that in Mr, Barry’s opinion 
a thorough reorganisation is necessary if 
the Harbour Board services are to be 
established and maintained in an efficient 
and economic condition. 

This, he suggests, will necessitate : 

(1) The maintenance of such staff and plant 
only as are suitable at the port. 

(2) Allocation of the duties of each of the 
officials, so that responsibilty can be definitely 
fixed in each department. | 

(5) Strict supervision to guarantee that 
responsible officials are carrying out properly 
the duties assigned to them. 

(4) Firm action by the Board on officials 
and men who are reported to be neglecting 
their duties. 

SURPLUS LABOUR. 

I understand that with regard to the 
outdoor department, it is suggested that in 
each branch of the works a certain number 
of men are surplus, and that the work can 
be carried out efficiently without them. 
A permanent staff is employed, which is 
capable of dealing with any tmergency or 
abnormal pressure of work, but no attempt 
is made to reduce the number engaged 
when work is back to normal. 

As an initial step towards remedying 
this, Mr. Barry recommends that no 
further appointments should be made 
until a reorganisation plan has been 
carried out, and the Board should appoint 
some person or persons to deal with exist- 
ing conditions. 

SUPERVISION. 

He also finds dissatisfaction with the 
present system of supervision which, he 
says, is largely due to the fact that 
officials have not had their responsibili- 
ties properly defined. 

During his visits to the various depart- 
ments he states that he frequently found 
men idle at the yard, quays, floating plant 
and Tivoli reclamation scheme, and a 
more frequent inspection of these staffs 
is deemed advisable. On several occa- 
sions the men had ceased work before 
time, and were not reported when late on 
arriving in the morning.

LIABILITY OF COUNCIL AND 
ROAD CONTRACTOR. 


Cycling along the road between Monaghan 
and Cootehill en October 13 Jast, Mr. John 
Gardener, a Cootehill dentist, when passing a 
pile of unbroken stones on the side of the 
road observed a large stone, and swerved to 
avoid it, when the pedal of his bicycle struck 
another stone, and he was thrown against the 
heap of ‘stones, sustaining injuries to the 
knee and dislocating the great toe. 

At Monaghan Circuit Court last Monday 
Mr. Gardener brought an action to recover 
£200 damages for alleged negligence on the 
part of Patrick McCabe, the contractor for 
the road and the Monaghan County Council. 

The plaintiff in court had his feet. bared, 
and Surgeon McMullan, Cavan, explained the 
injuries, and expressed the opinion that there 
was little hope of improvement except through 
amputation, 

Dr. Canning, Rockcorry, examined for the 
defence, said that the great toe was inclined 
upwards at the nail, and he attributed the 
injury to short, tight-fitting boots. 

IMPORTANT CASE. 

Patrick McCabe, the road _ contractor, 
deposed that there were no stones lying about 
the when he last saw it before the 
accident. The assistant surveyor told him to 
put the stones at this place. There were no 
stones on the travelling surface at the time 
of the accident. 

Mr. Charles Laverty, for the County Council, 
said that the case was a very important one 
for his chents. If they were to get dépóts 
and keep to the grass margin on the roads, it 
would mean additional expense on the county. 
He was sure that the Judge had noticed 
these depots along the roads. 

Judge Devitt said that indeed he had, and 
referred to a pile in County Leitrim, on the 
road to Dromahair, where there was just 
room for a car to scrape through. 

Mr. Baldwin Murphy, solicitor the 
contractor, asked the Judge to direct that the 
contractor was not liable, as under his hond 
he was obliged to carry out the orders of the 
county surveyor or his assistants. 

The Judge read another clause of the con- 
tract, showing that the contractor was re- 
sponsible for the public safety on the road 
generally. He could not give a direction. 

Mr. John G. McGrath, solicitor for the 
plaintiff, urged that the contractor was the 
agent of the County Council. He quoted the 
case of Clements v. the County Council of 
Tyrone, where the late Chief Baron Palles 
held the County Council liable. 

JUDGMENT. 

In the course of his judgment, Judge Devitt 
said that the law had never laid it down that 
you can put an obstruction on the road or 
that the road user is always to be on the 
look-out. He had heard the evidence as to 
ihe way the stones were put there, rnd was 
satisfied that it was done in a very slovenly 
manner. He would take the contractor's own 
statement that there was a wall behind three 
feet high, and from that the stones sloped 
down to the grass margin. That put the 
stones on a sliding plane. and some of ihem 
would roll. He must hold McCabe liable to 
the plaintiff. 

The duty of repairing the roads and seeing 
that the roads were kept clear was a duty 
. upon the County Council by statute. 
They were liable because Mr. McCabe was 
hable. He would give a decree for £100 both 
against the County Council and McCabe, the 
contractor. 

Mr. McGrath made an application for 
twenty guineas Witnesses’ expenses, but, on 
the County Council's solicitor objecting, the 
question Of expenses was referred to the 
Registrar.

a palpable absurdity. 

ishop Gore was. with the Archbishops of 
Armagh and Dublin, a member of the 
Lausanne Conference. .It met as the logical 
outcome of the Lambeth Appeal. So did the 
Malines Conference. The inspiration and im- 
pulse underlying each conference was kindred 
In the yearning desire to discover, if it were 
possible, a way out of our present “' unhappy 
divisions.’’ | 

The Archbishop of Canterbury is in no wise 
responsible for the alleged findings of the 
Malines Conference. I say “ alleged '; for it 
ought to be clearly understood that we have 
no official or authorised version of all that 
passed: at this conference. The only fact 
concerning it on which I have positive infor- 
mation is that the views of Lord Halifax and 
of Bishop Gore differed widely as to the con 
ditions of a primacy in Western Christendom. 

‘In any case, as the Archbishop of Armagh 
has recently stated in an illuminating letter. 
Protestantism stands for freedom of opinion. 
Bishop Gore is entitled to his opinions. If a 
conference in Ireland refused to hear him. | 
Should, like Mr. Fletcher, have no use for 
such a conference. To avoid misunderstand- 
ing. let me add that I write merely for

CREDITORS AND DEBTORS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—I have read the letter in to-day’s issue 

of your paper under the above heading, 
written by **X.,’’ in which he complains of 
the utter inadequacy of the present legal 
system to deal with the volume of cases which 
arise, As Secretary of the Irish House- 
owners Protection Association I have re- 
ceived numerous complaints from owners of 
property who have taken action, particularly 
in the Circuit Courts, and have got to 
wait for months before the case is heard. Ii 
an owner issues a civil bill for rent, or an 
ejectment for non-payment of rent, in the 
present state of things he may expect that 
the case will not be reached for nearly six 
months. In the meantime rent is accumula t- 
ing, and by the time when the order is made— 
and he is lucky if he gets an order for the pay- 
ment of the tull amount at once—the tenant 
is probably unable to meet the accumulated 
demand. 

More frequently an order is made by the 
judge with a stay on it, on condition that the 
tenant pays the current rent, with a negligible 
sum in addition to pay off the arrears. Cases 
ave within my own knowledge where orders 
have been made of this character, and under 
which the arrears would not be discharged 
for over a year. This is a grave injustice to 
people who have invested their earnings in 
house property within the State. If, on the 
other hand, they exported their capital and 
invested it in foreign securities, they would 
have received their income regularly without 
the slightest troubie, and without the neces- 
sity of engaging in prolonged ard irritating 
litigation. It is submitted that, in the in 
terests of this State, the latitude which is 
given to the Court to interpret contractual 
obligations, whether in the way of rent or 
ordinary liabilities. in such a manner as to 
deter capital from being invested within the 
country is not calculated either to serve the 
ends of justice or to stimulate economic and 
‘ndustrial development or to reduce the num. 
ber of the unemploved. It is further submitted 
that, where discretion is given to a ¢ourt in 
matters of this description, such discretion 
should be exercised in the interests of the 
community as a whole, and not of the parti- 
cular individual immediately involved. 

The legislature, when it gave such an ex 
tensive jurisdiction to the Circuit Court, 
should at the same time have made prepara- 
tions to meet the increased volume of work 
by zppointing judges sufticient in number to 
deal with. the work, It is ridiculous to col- 
iemplate that 1n this busy metropolitan area, 
with thousands of business men and owners 
of property seeking to recover moneys justiy 
clue to them, and with a large number of other 
people seeking to establish their rights at 
law, there should be only two judges to exe:- 
cise a jurisdiction which in contract extends 
to £400, in title to Jand poor law 
valuation of £60, in probate matters to an 
estate of £1,000. It 's still more ridiculous 
that these two judges should be transferred 
from this civil jurisdicticn for a period of one 
month to try crimmals, thus creating a legal! 
vacuum. At the same time the 
the High Court proceeds with masterly in- 
eclivity, and with a staff ol and 
Officials in excess of the demand upon them. 

Unless this whole system is thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and the opinion and advice taken 
from practitioners, and not theorists, the pre- 
sent dissatisfacvion in the community may 
have disastrous results.

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FREE STATE VETERINARY 
SERVICE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir. —I wish to draw attention to the con- 
ditions of what Í may term ‘The State 
Veterinary Service, or ‘Civil Veterinary 
Service.” The members of. the profession 
who form this service are those whole-time 
ofticers who have been appointed under the 
Diseases of Aninials Acts by the Department 
of Agriculture as Veterinary Inspectors. From 
time to time reasonable (uot to mention ade- 
quate) remuneration for invaluable services 
has been denied these men, and their conditions 
of service compare very unfavourably with 
those of clerical and other civil servants, 
although their services are of paramount im- 
portance, dealing with the prevention and 
control of contagious and infectious diseases

of animals. 

These duties entail the handling and critical 
examination of every animal intended for ex- 
portation and importation. “his work is of 
a most arduous, dangerous and exacting 
nature, and requires superior technical know- 
ledge and experience, and often lias to be 
pertormed under most trying conditions for 
The Minister for Agriculture 
received a deputation of the National 
Veterihary Medical Association in March, 
1927. This deputation made representations 
on behalf of the veterinary inspectors of the 
Department to have their grievances redressed, 
The demands made are admittedly reasonable 
and just, but they have been turned down by 
the well-paid clerical officials. 

It is only natural to expect that the 
Veterinary Service should be encouraged and 
placed in a position from which the best 
advantage might accrue to the State. The 
profession too long has suffered the indignity 
of negation and of subserviency to other 
State interests. Its importance and usefulness 
to the State appear to be outside official 
conception. The time has come for plain 
speaking, and a better understanding, and it 
is surely “up to ” the Minister (Mr. Hogan), 
who is dotng such good work for the success 
of agriculture in general, and has accepted 
the claims of the veterinary inspectors as 
just, to see that any indifference by the 
higher clerical officials does not endanger the 
State by alienating the service, which is at 
the present time without doubt of the greatest 
economic importance to the country. 

Could such a lamentable state of affairs 
exist in any other public service? The ser- 
vice is not pressing its claims on the Govern- 
ment because of the imminence of foot-and- 
mouth disease so rampant across Channel, but 
because it feels that it is being treated with 
gross injustice in regard to remuneration and 
conditions of service. It has cost the British 
Government over five millions to try to eradi- 
cate this most contagious disease from Eng- 
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occur if these already disappointed veterinary 
ins ors withdrew ir services, and this 
formidable, or other si » disease should 
visit this country. . 

Under these circumstances it behoves the 
profession to become tho My organised, 
and to enlist the best men of every Feis: 
party to we the justice of their claims in 
the Dail. No sacrifice must be too great if 
the proíession is ever to hold that place in 
the world of science and industry which its 
merits demand that it should occupy.— Yours, 
etc., | '' LANCET.”

CONDENSED. MILK. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Srr,—British dairy farmers who have to 
face the competition of imported condensed 
milk—ahd particularly of condensed skim 
milk—will be at a loss to understand why the 
Ministry of Health has just issued a 52-page 
pamphlet advertising the daii‘ymen of Holland 
and Denmark. Thesextraordinary feature oí 
the pamphlet is that, while the “ conclusion ”’ 
of the investigators is that the dairy farms 
of Holland and Denmark are “in average 
cleanliness and purity ” on a level with the 
dairy conditions in this country, much of the 
avidence quoted in the pamphlet itself does 
not support this flattering conclusion. 

In the matter of cleanliness, for example, 
the investigators state, in the body of their 
report, that “ somewhat cursory attention is 
given to the cleansing and storing of milking 
utensils,’ which, it is added, are usyallv 
washed only with cold water and then left 
exposed to contamination. While they are 
dealing with this point, the investigators say : 
“ We think that in general greater attention 
is given to the cleansing of milking utensils 
here (in Great Britain) than in Nederland.’’ 
This admission is hidden away in the middle 
of the report, but for some reason it was 
overlooked by the investigators when they 
came ‘o frame their conclusions. 

As to the general dairy conditions in Hol- 
land and Denmark, it is clear from the report 
that in many’ cases the sheds are below the 
British standard in lighting and air space. 
In these *‘ unsatisfactory sheds,’ to use the 
description of the report, the cows are milked 
throughout six months of the year, The 
summer conditions, under which milking, into 
open paiis, is carried out in muddy enclosures, 
are equally open to criticism. 

Despite their own admission of the short- 
comings of the Dutch and Danish producers 
of condensed skim milk, the investigators 
have chosen to give the foreign competitors 
of the British farmer what seems to be an 
unwarranted certificate of merit. This will, 
no doubt, encourage the Dutchmen and the 
Danes to continue to turn their surplus into 
condensed skim milk for export. instead of 
feeding it to the pigs, but if is not calculated 
to help the. British dairy farmer, who, as a 
taxpayer. will have to pay the expenses oi 
the investigators and the cost of publishing 
the report.—Yours, etc..

FREE STATE POSTAL RATES.

Srr,—It. must be clear that, by the cor- 
tinued imposition ot - the Lwopenny rate of 
postage, this country, while gaining, in a 
small measure, the extra imposition, Is losing 
directly and indirectly a much larger amount 
At the same time traders and others having 
necessity for correspondence find this tax a 
burden which they ought not be asked *o 
hear. lt the rate were reduced to one penny, 
it would be quite sufficient and would tend 
to a larger postage, better business, and a 


greater benefit for the couniry. 

In England they find the reduction in the 
rate from «cu. to lid. an improvement and 
a benefit, while we here are suffering thirty- 
three and one-third per cent. increase. Now 
strong measures are being taken in England 
to reduce the rate one penny, and this 
concession ought to be mutual for the benefit 
of the inhalitants of this country. In this 
respect I see 10 reason why the members of 
the Government could not .have the penny 
rate here, as it would before very long pro- 
duce good benefits, directly and indirectly. It 
would encourage greater activity in matters 
of correspondence, and business could be 
dealt with more promptly and would give

UNIVERSITY PLAYERS IN A 
* CROOK “" PIECE. 


The fact that the Dublin University 
Dramatic Society has been able to stage two 
plays during its present season at the Gaiety 
Theatre with an entirely different cast in 
each is evidence plentiful supply of 
accomplished amateur players in the city. 

‘Ask Beccles,’’ the play produced last 
night, is a three-act one, by Cyril Campion 
and Edward Dignon. It is of the modern 
type of “ crook cá plavs, in which the most 
charming aud lovable character is presented 
as the ‘‘crook.’’ This modern sill Sikes ”’ 
is as miuch at ease in a drawing-room as in 
rifling jewel cases. In this particular play 
he possesses such attainments as win the 
admiration of male and female acquaintances 
alike. By way of justifying his methods of 
obtaining a living he contends that jewels 
should grace the persons of only beautiful 
ladies. Those who do not possess good looks 
he rids of their trinkets. An extraordinary 
notion of morality it seems, but in the present 
play it serves as a peg on which to hang the 
story of a jewel theft, of which the lady 
victim is a “ paying guest’’ in the establish- 
ment of a penurious knight. A paste imita- 
tion is substituted for the jewel, but the 
change is discovered before the nimble- 
fingered crook can dispose of the jewel, and 
two acts are devoted to his efforts to get out 
of the difficulty in which he finds himself. 
Side by side with the main story runs a plot 
on the part of a friend of the family to 
obtain sole control of a mortgage on the pro- 
perty, so that he, in turn, may have power te 
gain the hand of the daughter of the familv. 
The story works up to a pretty climax, in 
which everything comes out all righ’. 

The production last night was very credit. 
able. even though there were moments when 
the action halted. The presence of Miss 
Meriel Moore and Mr. J. Hannyngton, how- 
ever, had a steadying effect. “The last-named 
was convincing as the ‘‘ crook,”’ Beccles, and 
had all that suavitv of manner and strength 
of character that the part demanded. Possibly 
he was just too confident at times, and one 
almost felt that he was making him- 
self too enigmatic. Miss Moore was very 
refreshing as the daughter of the Holforth 
house. One cowld sympathis. with her feel. 
ings of shame and r-tret that euch dreadful 
things should happe in her home. Mr. 
W. D. C. Crawley, although rather youthful- 
looking for so subtle a character as Si 
Frederick Boyne, carried the part well, and 
lost no point in his lines. The Inspector 
Daniel of Mr. O. McCutcheon wae good, after 
the standard of stage detectives—a class not 
met with in the flesh. Miss E. Steen made 
up well, and. brought conviction to the part 
of Mrs, Rivers, the wealthy Cockney, who 
wanted an introduction to society. Mr. 
Henry Savage made Sir James Holforth as 
helpless as the story required, though his 
““make-up ” might have been more convinc- 
ing. Mr. D. Wallis, as ‘ercy Cranford; Mr. 
T. Maine, as the Japanese servant, Baku; 
and Mr. Leo McCabe, as Mathew Blaze, also 
filled their allotted parts creditably. 

The performance was good, though it could 
have been improved by faster action.

The Belfast Guardians yesterday received 
intimation that the Minister of Home Affairs 
approved of the principle of the estab- 
lishment ef a ‘ dabour test ’’ by the Guar- 
dians as a cendition precedent to the grant- 
spécial outdoor relief mn such eases 
us they might and. if desired, would 
be prepared to incorporate a condition to that 
effect in the next order to be made under 
Section 13 of the Local Government (Ireland) 
Act, 1898. 

As regards their request that a Govern- 
ment grant should be made in aid of the ex- 
penses of instituting that “ labour test,” the 
Cuardians were informed that there were no 
funds at the disposal of the Government that 
could be applied in the manner proposed. 

lt was suggested, however, that the Guar- 
dians might arrauge with the Corporation to 
have placed at their disposal for the purposes 
of a ‘labour test ’’ a scheme of read im- 
provement, widening, ete., the Guardians to 
select the persons to be employed, and thus 
be relieved of all finaneial responsibility in 
connection with the men so employed, who 
would be paid by the Corporation on the 
usnal terms. 

If the Guardians so desired the Ministry 
would be prepared to sanction a loan to cover 
exceptional expenditure on special outdoor re- 
lief.

| CRATERS OF THE MOON. 


From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Tae PLANETs :— 

The beginning of this month affords a 
favourable opportunity of viewing 
Mercury. The elusive planet will be at 
his greatest elongation East of the Sun on 
the 9th. He will, consequently, be above 
the horizon a little South of West after 
sunset on that date, and for a few days 
before and after it. Mercury varies a 
great deal in brightness at his different 
appearances. Sometimes he cannot be 
overlooked. At other times it is difficult 
to pick him out, and a pair of binoculars 
is a great help. The small size of his 
disc also makes him twinkle like a star, 
instead of shining with a steady light like 
nost planets ; so that heis often taken for 
a star. Quite lately the star Altair has 
been setting in the evening twilight, and 
has looked so like Mercury that even a 
fairly experienced observer might be 
deceived into thinking he had seen the 
planet. 

Venus is still a morning star, and early 
risers will see her shining brightly in the 
South-East at or before 7 a.m., as she 
has done all the Winter. In last months 
notes a slip of the pen made me say that 
her brightness is diminishing she 
approaches Inferior Conjunction. The 
right word was, of course, “ Superior ”’ 
Conjunction. She is moving away from 
the Earth, and will pass on the farther 
side of the Sun on July Ist, that position 
being known as Superior Conjunction ; 
while her passage on the nearer side of 
the Sun. or between the Sun and Earth, 
is known as “ Inferior,’ or nearer Con- 
junction. She will not be visible under 
favourable conditions until near the end 
of this vear. 

Mars is a morning star, and an incon- 
spicuous object in the twilight. He is in 
conjunction with Venus on the 14th at 
é a.m.—rather an appropriate event for 
the morning of Valentine’s Day. The two 
planets come within 14° of each other, 
Venus being to the North. 

Jupiter is now running into daylight,

revealed by the telescope. is when she is. 


in the crescent, or “haif-moon,’’ phase. 
She is then lighted from the side, and 
shadows show up, and smal) elevations 
and depressions are conspicuous which 
would be flooded out by the glare of Full 
Moon. In a large telescope especially this 
is the case. The Moon is much brighter 
than mahiy people realise, and to look th: 
full, or’ nearly full, Moon in the face 
with a 12-inch refractor is to risk grave 
damage to the sight. Even with a much 
smaller glass it is trying. The gentler 
the crescent is far 
pleasanter. 

Three days after New Moon the great 
craters of Langrenus, Vendelinus, Peta- 
vius, and Furneris are well seen, and 
close to the last-named the Western 
portion of the Great Valley of Rheita. 
This is one of the most interesting objects 
on the Moon, and looks like the scar Jeft 
by a glancing blow from a gigantic 
meteorite. Indeed, with a good telescope 
parallel ridges can be seen along the 
bottom of the valley,. and heaps of rough 
blocks at the end of the valley, as if 
pushed out before the missile. If one 
takes a handful of plasticine, spreads it 
out fla;, and then draws a revgh angular 
fragment of stone across it, the resulting 
groove will be very like the appearance 
of the Valley of Kheita in the telescope. 
The valley is so long that it cannot be 
all studied on one evening; for it takes 
nearly three days for the sunrise to travel 
from one end of it to the other. There 1s 
one other similar object on the Moon— 
namely, the Great Valley of the Alps. 
The Moon must be about seven days old 
before this is to be seen. Though neither 
so long nor so striking as the Rheita 
Valley, it is better placed for seeing, and 
is familiar to telescopists who may never 
have noticed the other. At. five or six 
days old the curious clems of Ariadeus’ 
and Hyginus are visible, and may be 
studied with quite a small telescope. 

But of all junar spectacles, none equals 
for sheer beauty that of the slender 
crescent two to three days old, embracing 
the pale pearly ghost of the dark hemi- 
sphere, illuminated by the earth-shine. 
Many objects, well known in sunlight, 
stand out distinctly ; though transformed 
as an earthly landscape would be under ‘a 
full Moon. Sometimes one can hardly 
resist the conviction that a star-like point 
of light shines from such places as the 
crater of Aristarchus. It was at such a 
time that Sir William Herschel thought 
he saw a volcano there. 

Occasionally a star seems to creep up to 
the pale edge, and disappears instantly, 
like a blown out candle, on touching it. 
If the star is a bright one, the disappear- 


ance is so sudden that one can almost 
imagine a crack is heard. 
Tue Stars :— 

Position for midnight on February Ist ; 
11 p.m. on February 15th; 10 p.m. on’ 
March Ist. 

The bright region of the winter stars 
has by now drifted away to the West, 
where Orion and Canis Major are about to 
set. Taurus, Gemini aud Canis Minor are 
still high in the heavens, and higher still 
is the never setting Capella and the Kids. 
On the meridian there is nothing con- 
spicuous. The head of Hydra, and the 
dull region of Cancer are there, with Lynx, 
another group of faint stars, and, just 
overhead, one of the hind feet of the Great 
Gear. Eastward of the meridian is Leo, 
and below the Lion, Crater,. with Virgo 
and Corvus following. 
are in the East. In the North, Den“ and 
Vega just show above the horizon edge. 
ASTRONOMICAL HOWLERS :— 

There are others besides schoolboys who 
can make howlers, and the scientific reader 
of the daily papers sometimes has bis mirth 
aroused. The most delicious of these that 
has appeared for a long time was per- 
petrated lately by “ Newsman,’’ who writes 
for the Daily News. On the theme of 
Leap Year he says:— 

“This is a year when bachelors are 
supposed to tremble at the possibility of a 
marriage proposal from which they cannot 
escape. But that state of things will not 
go on for ever. Leap year will become. a 
thing of the past when the extra eleven 
days, lost to make up the Julian Calendar, 
become accounted for. Then the year will 
run its course, 365 days and no more.’’ 

It would, no doubt, be a boon and a 
blessing if the year contained an integral 
number of days, and we could dispense 
with odd fractions and such expedients as 
leap Years. It would be still more con- 
venient if we could dock off another day, 
and make it 364; for this number 1s 
seven times 52, and a year of 304 days 
would be exactly 52 weeks. And how de- 
lightful it would be if the lunar month 
was exactly 28 days! Then we would 
always have the same phase of the Moon 
on the same day of the week and of the 
month, and calendar-making would acquire 
a most delightful simplicity, almost equal 
to the metric system. But, unfortunately, 
Nature never deals in exact multiplica- 
tion or division. And it is Nature, that 
provoking old mother, who has made the 
year, and the phases of the Moon, ete. 
And in her nasty autocratic way she has 
ordained that the length of the year shall 
be 565; davs. We cannot get away from 
that wretched fraction. The only thing 
we can do with it is to ignore it for three 
years, and then in the fourth, when it has 
accumulated up to a whole day, put in 
that day as an extra, and make a Leap 
Year $f 366 days, to bring the count right 
again. And the beastly thing is noteven 
an exact quarter, but a few minutes and 
seconds short of it; that our clever 
compensation is overdone, and every four 
centuries we have to leave out three Leap 
Years. 

The calendar-makers could have done 
the thing much better if-it had been left 
to them, instead of that old bungler 
Nature. But one thing which we cannot 
alter by one second is the period of the 
Earth’s orbit. 3655 days it is, and will 
be to the end of time. 

“Newsman.” badly needs to go back to 
school to learn what did really happen in 
1752, when England adopted the Gregorian 
Calendar, and had to put on her clock 
eleven days, the amount by which. it had 
become slow in the course of some 1.500 
use of a calendar witn a small 
Leap Year was not invented 
in 1752. It had been in use since the 
time of Julius Cesar. Only there had 
been slightly too many of them. Bry 
omitting three in every four centuries the

thousands of vears. Even then Leap 
Years will not be dispensed with. All 
that will happen will be to leave out one 
more than usual, when the small error 
still remaining has totalled up to one 
dav.

REFUSAL TO ACCEPT IT,

FILM PRODUCER’S LIBEL 
ACTION. 


SEQUEL TO FICTITIOUS 
INTERVIEW. 


Mr. Rex Ingram, the film producer, was 
the plaintiff in a libel action which was 
mentioned to Mr. Justice Avory in the Lord 
Chief Justice's Court, London, yesterday. 

The defendants were Messrs. Newnes and 
Pearson Printing Company, Ltd., George 
Newnes, Ltd., and Leonard Crocombe, the 
editor of 7'tt Rite. 

Sir Patrick Hastings, for Mr. Ingram, said 
that it was an action for libel of a very 
serious character, and there was no defence. 
The defendants were proprietors of Tit Bita: 

In their issue of Sane 13th last thev 
published two columns which purported ‘o 
be an interview with Mr. Ingram, dealing 
with bis life and future work. There is, 
said Sir Patrick, not one word of truth in 
the matter in the alleged interview, vor in 
the interview itself. The editor of the news- 
paper was innocent, of any fraudulent intent, 
because he merely repeated something sent 
to him from abroad. The libel began by 
saying :—‘‘ Famous director to make no more 
films,” and then in large letters it went 
on :—'' Í[ am sick of Hollywood,” and ‘‘ My 
reason for turning Mohammedan.”’ 

Mr. Ingram, said Sir Patrick, is happily 
married, and has no intention of turning 
Mohammedan, and, so far from being sick 
of Hollywood, it is the place where most 
of his income is earned, and he confidently 
hopes to make a gréat many more films. 


PASSAGES FROM ARTICLE. 

The libe! was serious, because it made Mr. 
Ingram say, speaking of Hollywood:— 
“ Neither God nor Allah is accepted in the 
homes at Hollywood—they walk there, but 
are not received; for there the devil reigns 
paramount.”’ 

Su’ Patrick quoted another passage from 
the article, in which it said that if a man 
became a Mohammedan, after he went to 
Paradise he would have 80,000 servants and 
72 wives, in addition to those he had before 
he died. 

This fictitious information purported. fo 
come to the office of the defendants’ firm 
from an organisation calling itself the Con- 
tinental Agency, with correspondents all over 
the world, and has head offices in Paris. 

Inquiries had been made at the Paris 
address, which had been found to be merely 
a postal address. They alleged that the 
copyright in the article belonged to the 
Hansa Union. 7 


IMMEDIATE APOLOGY. 


_ When the matter was brought to the atten- 
tion of 71t Bits they immediately apclogised. 
and gave Mr. Ingram every facility for giving 


notice of the inaccuracy in the article, and,. 


though Mr. Ingram had no desire to obtain 
damages, 1. was at the defendants’ own sug- 
gestion that they were paying a substantial 
sum to charity. 

Sir Patrick asked for the record to he 
withdrawn, the defendants having consented 
to pay the costs of the action. 

Mr. Justice Avory, allowing the record to 
be withdrawn, said that it was only to be 
hoped that other newspapers would take 
warning from these proceedings.

DOCTOR AND DEATH 


CERTIFICATE. 


Dr. Cleveland Smith, of Southend, told the 
Essex Coroner yesterday afternoon that, in 
giving a certificate relating to the death of 
Philip Henry Langton, a carman, of Lambert 
street, Southend, on November 14th, he com- 
mitted a technical error in that he failed te 
report that an accident had occurred. 

Eengion'e body was exhumed irom the 
Borough Cemetery yesterday morning, ahd 
an inquest followed a post-mortem. examina- 
tion. | 

Evidence was given that. Langton “died 
eleven days after he fell down a. flight of 
thirteen steps at a local bakery, and that the 
certificate gave as the cause of death bron- 
chitis; myocarditis and syncope. 

Dr. W.:S. O'Loughlin, of Romford, who 
held the post-mortem examination, said that 
the cause of death. was myocardio’ degenera- 
tion, secondary to some chronic lung trouble. 
He found no evidence of a severe fall. ‘‘ Had 
the accident been as severe as some of the 
witnesses suggest, a man with a heart in the 
condition of Langfon would have died imme- 
diately.”’ 

Dr. Cleveland Smith said that Langton’s 
fall had nothing to do with bis death.
